There were no new cases and two 
deaths at the home, according to the 
retxjrt of Dr. Vickery, the surgetm of 
the institution, sent to the surgeon gen­ 
eral. 
Dr. Vickery expressed the opinion 
that the immune help on their way 
there should ue sufficient, as the epi­ 
demic seem.s to l>e checked. 
The cor­ 
don around the home and the imme­ 
diately adjoining village of Phoeb us, 
Surgeon W hite says, is as tight as he 
ever saw it at any plai:e. 
Surgeon General Wyman, iu speak­

TIRED OF HIS THRONE 


Baar Nicholas Reported to Havo Dooidod 
to Abdicate—Delca#*e to Try to 
Dissuade Him. 


L o n d o n , Aug. 5.—M. de Blowitz, the 
Paris correspondent of The Times, gave 
an extraordinary explanation of the 
present mission of M. Delcasse, the 
French foreign minister, to Russia. He 
asserted that it was decided upon quite 
suddenly for a “reasou whioh admitted 
of no delay,” aud then gives the story, 
which he says he has from “a source to 
which I am bound to attach import­ 
ance.” 
This is the explanation: 
“ Emperor Nicholas is disappointed 
aud tired of the throne. 
The absence 
of an heir excites his superstitious feel­ 
ings aud lie connects himself with a 
Russian legend, according to which an 
heirless czar is to be succeeded by a Czar 
Michael, predestined to occupy Con­ 
stantinople. 
“ The death of the ozarewitch and the 
failure of the conference at The Hague 
led him to decide to abdicate on the oc­ 
casion of his coming visit to Darmstadt 
On this becoming known in Paris, M. 
Delcasse was sent in hot haste to dis­ 
suade him from carrying out this in­ 
tention.”

To those Ap ericans who are looking 
to China as 9 field for investm ent Just 
now, or a m arket for exports, the work 
which the Rev. Gilbert Reid has under­ 
taken will appeal with peculiar force. 
Mr. Reid has Just returned to the Unit­ 
ed States after a 12 m onths’ stay in 
Europe. 
He is an American mission­ 
ary who, after spending many years in 
China, is now engaged in establishing 
an international institute in Peking, 
w ith the object of communicating to 
China and the Chinese western ideas 
of progress and of science. Mr. Reid as­ 
serts that for the m anagem ent of the 
institute proper regulatious have been 
fram ed which have received the otii- 
eial sanction of tlie imperial board of 
foreign affairs. 
Mr. Reid secured the good will of tin 
foreign office in each of seven Euro 
pean countries and succeeded in form­ 
ing committees in six of them. 
These 
committees will endeavor to raise the 
necessary funds. The cost of the insti­ 
tute is placed at $75,000 for the build­ 
ing fund aud $15,000 for the annual ex­ 
penses. 
Mr. Reid will remain a few 
weeks in New York in order to form a 
committee there. 
He will then return 
to China, says the New York Tribune. 
“I have long felt,” said Mr. Reid. 
“th at in all our efforts in China we are 
failing—or shall I say only partially 
succeeding?—because 
we 
have 
too 
much ignored the vast gulf th at yawns 
between the sentim ents and habits of 
thought of the eastern and western 
worlds. The Chinese character is a pe 
culfar one; the Chinaman ie eesentially 
suspicious and guileful. 
To so great 
an extent is this true th at often he 
overreaches him self aud finds ground 
for alarm where none exists. 
For in 
stance, unless a Chinaman is absolute 
ly convinced th at one will derive no 
benefit from an enterprise he will view 
it only with suspicion and will allow 
that suspicion to stand in the way of 
Ids own benefiting, for he seems to be 
unable to grasp the possibility of there 
being m utual benefit in any transac­ 
tion with a foreigner. 
It is this that 
stands in the way of trade, of civiliza­ 
tion. of the advancem ent of Christiani­ 
ty. of everything, and it is to break 
down the barriers between the ruling 
Chinese classes and the outer world, to 
disarm their suspicion and to gain 
their confidence and therefore their 
allegiance aud friendship that I have 
onceived the idea of ai) international 
institute, which shul) be som ethin" 
quite apart from ordinary commercial 
relations, apart from religious enter­ 
prise and yet at the same time be a 
powerful ally to both and one th at will 
prove the pioneer in the good work of 
civilization throughout the empire. 
Coming to the practical details of 
the work, our scheme is to build in Pe­ 
king a museum, library, lecture ball, 
classrooms for the literati, aud social 
halls, both for men and women. In the 
museum there will be exhibits of the 
skill, arts, apparatus, machinery, sam ­ 
ples and models of the w estern world, 
consisting especially of those adapted 
to the needs and conditions of China. 
The Philadelphia Commercial museum 
has promised us duplicates of its speci­ 
mens aud will exchange samples and 
specimens with us from time to time. 
Mauy Japanese m erchants have agreed 
to exhibit, and also a great many 
Dutch firms. Iudeed, nowhere has the 
scheme been more heartily approved 
than in Holland. On the committee of 
management we shall have representa­ 
tives of every nation, and international 
rivalries will consequently find uo part 
in our enterprise. All the ruling classes 
are bound to visit Peking more or less 
frequently from every part of the em ­ 
pire, and thus we hope to get into 
touch with every section of the com­ 
munity. aud by the spread of inform a­ 
tion dispel tile prejudice that is begot­ 
ten of ignorance in other lands.” 
“And where does the business side 
of it come in?” Mr. Reid was asked. 
“In this way,” was the reply, “the ex­ 
hibition does not directly foster trade, 
but we shall undertake to distribute 
circulars and endeavor to create a sen­ 
tim ent In favor of progress. 
At pres­ 
ent business efforts fail because the 
buyer and seller do not understand one 
another and are altogether out of 
touch. 
Now, we will suppose, on the 
other hand, a m andarin visits our mu 
scum; he is not asked to buy anything; 
the m anagem ent has no interest in ef­ 
fecting a sale of any kind—is, in fact, 
only concerned in giving him Informa­ 
tion. 
The 
Chinaman’a 
interest 
is 
aroused, be tees a model, a drawing, a 
sample or w hat not and inquires its 
meaning and use. 
He bae it carefully 
explained to him in all its bearings. 
and he then asks if he can buy one like 
it. 
No; the institution undertakes no 
sales, he is told, but if he will apply 
to Messrs. So-aml-so be can obtain ail 


particulars, and urns tne buyer ana 
seller are brought together naturally 
and prejudicial suspicion disarmed. 
“Then you propose to keep a Est or 
agents?” “Most certainly. Exhibitors 
can be represented on the spot by their 
agents, and in the event of inquiry we 
should put them in communication 
with possible customers.” 
“And what 
is the charge to exhibitors 
“We make no charge,” was the reply 
“We stipulate that only models or ex­ 
hibits occupying small space shall be 
shown, and beyond th at we leave the 
m atter to our supporters generally.

To those Ar ericans who are looking 
to China as p field for Investment Just 
now, or a market for exports, the work 
which the Rev. Gilbert Reid bas under­ 
taken will appeal with peculiar force. 
Mr. Held has Just returned to the Unit­ 
ed States after a 12 months’ stay In 
Europe. 
He is an American mission­ 
ary who, after spending many years In 
China, is now engaged in establishing 
an international Institute in Pekins, 
with the object of communicating to 
China and the Chinese western ideas 
of progress and of science. Mr. Reid as­ 
serts that for the management of the 
institute proper regulations have been 
framed which have received the offi- 
cial sanction of tile imperial board of 
foreign affairs. 
Mr. Reid secured the good will of tin 
foreign oilier in each of seven Euro 
pean countries ami succeeded in form­ 
ing committees in six of them. These 
committees will endeavor to raise the 
necessary funds. The cost of the insti­ 
tute is placed at $75,000 for the build­ 
ing fund aud $15,000 for the annual ex­ 
penses. 
Mr. Reid will remain a few 
weeks in New York in order to form a 
committee there. 
He will then return 
to China, says the New York Tribune. 
“I have long felt,” said Mr. Reid. 
“that in all our efforts in China we are 
failing—or shall I say only partially 
succeeding?—bscause 
we 
have 
tao 
much ignored the vast gulf that yawns 
between the sentiment* and habits of 
thought of the eastern and westsrn 
worlds. The Chinese character is a pe 
culiar one; the Chinaman is essentially 
suspicious aud guileful. 
To so great 
an extent is this true that often be 
overreaches himself and finds ground 
for alarm where none exists. 
For in­ 
stance. unless a Chinaman is absolute­ 
ly convinced that one will derive no 
benefit from an enterprise he will view 
it only with suspicion and will allow 
that suspicion to stand in the way of 
his own benefiting, for he seems to be 
unable to grasp the possibility of there 
being mutual benefit iu any transac­ 
tion with a foreigner. 
It is this that 
stands in the way of trade, of civiliza­ 
tion. of the advancement of Christiani­ 
ty. of everything, and it is to break 
low ti the barriers between the ruling 
Chinese classes and the outer world, to 
lisarm their suspicion and to gain 
their confidence and therefore their 
allegiance and friendship that I have 
conceived the idea of ah international 
institute, which shall he something 
quite apart from ordinary commercial 
relations, apart from religious enter 
prise and yet at the same time be a 
powerful ally to both aud one that will 
prove the pioneer in the good work of 
civilization throughout the empire. 
“Coming to the practical details of 
the work, our scheme is to build in Pe­ 
king a museum, library, lecture hall, 
classrooms for the literati, aud social 
halls, both for men and women. In the 
museum there will be exhibits of the 
skill, arts, apparatus, machinery, sam­ 
ples and models of the western world, 
consisting especially of those adapted 
to the needs and conditions of China. 
The Philadelphia Commercial museum 
has promised us duplicates of its speci­ 
mens and will exchange samples and 
specimens with us from time to time. 
Mau.v Japauese merchants have agreed 
to exhibit, and also a great many 
Dutch firms. ludeed, nowhere has the 
scheme been more heartily approved 
than in Holland. On the committee of 
management we shall have representa­ 
tives of every nation, and international 
rivalries will consequently find uo part 
in our enterprise. All the ruling classes 
are bound to visit Peking more or less 
frequently from every part of the em­ 
pire, aud thus we hope to get lute 
touch with every section of the com­ 
munity. aud by the spread of informa­ 
tion dispel the prejudice that is begot­ 
ten of ignorance in other lands.” 
“Aud where does the business side 
of it come in?” Mr. Reid was asked. 
“In this way,” was the reply, "the ex­ 
hibition does not directly foster trade, 
but we shall undertake to distribute 
circulars and endeavor to create a sen­ 
timent in favor of progress. At pres­ 
ent business efforts fail because the 
buyer and seller do not understand one 
another and are altogether out of 
touch. 
Now, we will suppose, on the 
other hand, a mandarin visits our mu­ 
seum; he is uot asked to buy anything;

TWO DANISH O FFICERS FOUGHT IT 
OUT W ITH BROADSW ORDS.

“1 have figured iu quite a uumb or of 
varied ev<‘iit.s during over a quarter of 
IL eeijtury of active nevv.spaper réper­ 
toriai life,” e.xplaiiie<l an ohl nevvHi)ai>er 
w riter to a Star reporter, “b ut I never 
got in b ut one duel when it was to a 
finish, and iu the instance I refer to it 
was to a finish, I assure y ou. 
I was 
only an onlooker, it is true, b ut I saw 
more than I wanted to see, and more 
than I wouhl willingly again see. 
It 
was nearly 20 y ears ago, b ut 1 have 
not forgotten It. 
“At the time there was a gy mnasium 
on Louisiana avenue, lietween Ninth 
and Tenth streets. 
The b uilding ad­ 
joining was the old central guardhouse, 
the police station. 
“One evening I was invited b y a 
friend, who was a form er newspaper 
man, b ut afterw ard a patent attorney , 
and who also acted as the resident 
Danish consul, 
to attend the gy m ­ 
nasium to witness a sword comb at, in 
which two of his friends were to take 
part. I was told that three or four 
others would b e present, and the com­ 
b at would b e rather lively . 
I realized 
that part of It fully , to my complete 
satisfaction. 
“W ith the others, three newspaper 
w riters, a couple of actors and a couple 
of sporting men, we got to the gy m ­ 
nasium ab out 9 o’clock, b ut were told 
that the comb at would not take place 
until the gy mnasium classes had b een 
dismissed, as it was deslrel that the 
onlookers should b e as few as possib le. 
“None of us had any Idea as to who 
the participants would b e or the par­ 
ticular reason for it, b ut we were told 
that It was desired that we should b e 
present to see that every thing was con­ 
ducted properly . From this we Inferred 
that there was a stake or something at 
Issue, and we were to b e the judges as 
well as referees, as It were. 
“ At 10 o’clock two carriages arrived, 
In each of which was a single occupant, 
each having a sword, w hat Is common­ 
ly known as a b roadsword, like that 
which men-of-war’s men have. 
They 
had b ut little to say . and In a few min­ 
utes they were properly attired in the 
gy mnasium suits and announced that 
they were ready for the b attle. 
“I had seen some professional b road­ 
sword comimts and rather looked for 
some heavy work, b ut In less than a 
m inute we all realized that there seem­ 
ed to b e more earnestness ab out the 
com b at than was custom ary In m eet­ 
ings of professionals. It m attered not 
how large the stakej were. 
“The men wore the custom ary wire 
head covering, and it was well they did 
so. otherw ise there would have b een 
one or two heads scattered ab out on 
the floor, for the fight was fast and 
furious. 
At the expiration of ten min­ 
utes these was a halt called so that a 
terril de gasli on the sword arm of one 
of the coml)atauts could b e b andaged 
b y a phy sician who conveniently droi>- 
peil in. 
. “ïhe n the lighters started In hamm er 
and tongs at each other, and in 12 m in­ 
utes one of the men was ly ing on the 
floor with a terrib le gash iu his shoul­ 
der and a rap on his head which sound­ 
ed so loud that it was heard iu the po­ 
lice station adjoining. The clothing of 
tiie men was as fully covered with 
b lood as if tliey had b een painted with 
It. 
“T hat end(*d It. 
Both men had re­ 
cel vih I at least a dozen wounds, and 
the victor fell In a faint In less than a 
minute after he was declared the con­ 
queror. 
My friend, on b ehalf of the 
participants, thanked us for our a t­ 
tendance. and we left after seeing the 
men lifted into carriages and taken 
away . 
“It was several weeks b efore we 
knew to a certainty wiiat it all m eant 
and were not told then until b oth men 
had fully recovered. 
It transpired that 
the participants were b oth Danish offi­ 
cers: that they had quarreled in New 
York iu regard to an olficial m atter, 
and that a challenge passed and was 
accepted, and that all the details of the 
settlem ent had b een left to the Danish 
consul, and that the w hole party of us 
had innocently presided over a real 
duel. 
“The strange part of It W'as that It 
took place within sound of the police 
station.’’—W ashington Star.

What 
can we do to help our pa/itor?—Ex. xvii, 1-13. 
Every pastor needs the help of his 
peci)le. His hands, like those of Moses, 
b ecome weary and heavy and need to 
b e held np b y the Aarons and Hurs. 
Every pastor deeerves the help of his 
people. 
Duty demands of them that 
they shall support him in all his lab ors. 
They have covenanted with God and 
with Him that they will hold up His 
hands. 
And the wonder is that, in the 
face of these sidemn vow's, so many can, 
often 
for the lightest rea.son, 
turn 
against their pastors, and, instead of 
helping them, b inder them in every 
conceivab le way . 
Those who do so in ­ 
cur the condemnation of God, for He 
has said, “ Touch not Mine anointed 
and do My prophets no harm .” 
The 
first step in doing our duty toward our 
pa.stor is to realize that we owe it to 
Gcd and to him to hold np his hands. 
1. We can help our pastor b y pray er. 
The elevation of Miises’ hand with the 
rod in it was an appeal to God for aid 
and m ust have b een accompanied b y 
fervent pray er and have even sy mb ol 
¡zed pray er. 
W hen Aaron and H ur as­ 
sisted Moses in b olding up the rod, 
they joined with him in pray er. 
How 
many pastors would b e b lessed and 
helped in their arduona toil if constant­ 
ly held up to God in pray er b y their 
people 1 
“ You are alway s rememb ered 
in our fam ily pray ers.” said a lady to 
her pastor, and b e went from that home 
having received a b enediction and an 
uplift. 
2. W e can help our pastor b y speak­ 
ing well and never ill of him. 
Araon 
helped Moses here, b ut how he hindered 
him when, with M iriam, he spoke ill 
of him ! W hat we say of our pastor has 
a greater influence upon his life work 
than we ever imagine. If people speak 
well of their pastor, they help them ; if 
¡11, they hinder and harass them. Com­ 
mendation is b etter than criticism . 
Very often criticism of the pastor is 
thoughtless and meaningless, b ut it is 
DO less injurious in its eftects. 
8. W e can help our pastor b y follow­ 
ing his leadership He is called and in­ 
stalled to lead us, and y et, wonderful 
to tell, in m any cases he is no sooner 
settled than the people want to lead 
him rather than to b e led b y him. This 
is inconsistent, dishonorab le. 
It is also 
un-Scriptural. 
The Bib le demands of 
us that we shall ob ey those who have 
authority over us iu spiritual things. 
It is also detrim ental to the cause of 
C hrist’s church. Success demands lead­ 
ers, and unless the leaders are followed 
confusion, 
disorder, disaster, are the 
inevitalile result 
He had b een her pastor for y ears. 
But in all those y ears she had never 
said a word of commendation or of ap­ 
preciation to him, hut now he was go­ 
ing to leave, and she came w ith many 
expressions of appreciation and regard. 
Well and good, b ut how much b etter 
if the helpBil words had b een .spoken in 
the midst of the y ears of toil and lab or. 
It was like placing flowers upon the 
grave of one to whom we had never 
spoken a kind word in life. 
Yet how 
many are like this Christian woman. 
A kind word is often like a soothing 
b alm to the wearied heart of an earn­ 
est, hard working pastor.

“With the others, three newspaper 
writers, a couple of actors and a couple 
of sporting men, we got to the gym­ 
nasium about 9 o’clock, but were told 
that the combat would not take place 
until the gymnasium classes had been 
dismissed, as it was desirel that the 
onlookers should be as few as possible. 
“None of us had any Idea as to who 
the participants would be or the par­ 
ticular reason for it, but we were told 
that it was desired that we should be 
present to see that everything was con­ 
ducted properly. From this we inferred 
that there was a stake or something at 
issue, and we were to be the judges as 
well as referees, as It were. 
“At IO o’clock two carriages arrived, 
in each of which was a single occupant, 
each having a sword, what Is common­ 
ly known as a broadsword, like that 
which men-of-war’s men have. 
They 
had but little to say, and in a few min­ 
utes they were properly attired in the 
gymnasium suits and announced that 
they were ready for the battle.

“I had seen some professional broad- 
j 
sword combats and rather looked for 
some heavy work, but In less than a 
minute we all realized that there seem­ 
ed to be more earnestness about the 
combat than was customary in meet­ 
ings of professionals, it mattered not 
how large the stakeg were. 
“The men wore the customary wire 
head covering, and it was well they did 
so, otherwise there would have been 
one or two heads scattered about on 
the floor, for the tight was fast and 
furious. At the expiration of ten min­ 
utes these was a halt called so that a 
terrible gash on the sword arm of one 
of the combatants could be bandaged 
by a physician who conveniently drop­ 
ped in. 
. “Then the fighters started in hammer 
and tongs at each other, and in 12 min­ 
utes one of the men was lying on the 
floor with a terrible gash in his shoul­ 
der and a rap on his head which sound­ 
ed so loud that it was heard iu the po­ 
lice station adjoining. The clothing of I 
the men was as fully covered with 
blood as if they had been painted with 
it 
j 
“That ended It. 
Both men had re­ 
ceived at least a dozen wounds, and 
the victor fell In a faint In less than a 
minute after he was declared the con­ 
queror. 
My friend, on behalf of the 
participants, thanked us for our at­ 
tendance. and we left after seeing the j 
men lifted Into carriages and taken 
away. 
“It was several weeks before we 
knew to a certainty what It all meant 
and were not told then until both men 
had fully recovered. It transpired that 
the participants were both Danish offi­ 
cers: that they had quarreled in New 
York iu regard to an official matter, 
and that a challenge passed and was 
accepted, aud that all the details of the 
settlement had been left to the Danish 
consul, and that the whole party of us 
had innocently presided over a real 
duel. 
“The strange part of it was that it 
took place within sound of the police 
Btatiou.”—Washington Star.

well, h av e receiv ed from ofi3clal dis­ 
p atch es and em asculated p ress rep orts 
In regard to th e seriousness of th e 
situation a t Manila. It is not true th at 
a conflict with th e Filip inos was not 
anticip ated, so far as all intelligent 
men In Manila were concerned, all of 
wh om h ad been morally certain of it 
for tw’o month s before it occurred. 
If 
th e adm inistration did not anticip ate 
It, Its information was bad. It is dis­ 
creditable to th eir Intelligence to say 
th at th e p ersons from w’h om th e a d­ 
ministration receiv ed its information 
did not know th e condition of affairs. 
Th e Filip inos were surrounding th e 
city w’lth fortifications; th ey w’ere con­ 
stantly receiv ing new arm s and am ­ 
munition, were increasing th e strength 
of th eir arm y daily and were drilling 
it diligently , and during all th is time 
th ey W’ere say ing th at th ey w’ere doing 
th is for th e p urp ose of figh ting th e 
Americans unless th e Indep endence of 
th e Filip ino rep ublic w as recognized. 
I f th e p ress censorsh ip misled th e gov ­ 
ernm ent In th is resp ect as well as th e 
p eop le, It h as been a costly m atter to 
th e United States. If it h as misled 
th em as to th e p rogress of th e cam ­ 
p aign. It h as also been costly . 
If abil­ 
ity to p rev ent th e ex act condition of 
affairs being know’n h as resulted In a 
less v igorous camp aign and failure to 
croab out th e insurrection, th en in th is 
resp ect it h as been costly . 
T h ere is a natural tendency for th e 
p eop le to go from one ex trem e to th e 
oth er and to believ e th at affairs in th e 
Ph ilip p ines are in a much worse condi­ 
tion th an th ey really are. 
Great p rog­ 
ress h as been !uade tow’ard th e sup ­ 
p ression of th e insurrection. 
It is un­ 
true to say th at it is as strong now as 


a t th e beginning and th a t th e insur 
gents h old more territory of th e Island 
of Luzon th an we do. 
In square miles 
th ey do bold, or, m ore’correctly sp eak­ 
ing, we do not h old, th e greater p or­ 
tion. but it Is sp arsely inh abited and 
uncultiv ated. 
Th e American forces 
occup y th e most v aluable and densely 
p op ulated section of th e Island, and th e 
Insurgent forces are only on th e out­ 
side of th is district. 
Th e p rop er and Just criticism of th e 
situation is th at much less h as been 
done th an could h av e been done h ad a 
more v igorous cam p aign been carried 
on or p robably would h av e been done 
h ad th e p rop er understanding of th e 
situation been h ad by th e adm inistra­ 
tion and th e American p eop le a t any 
time during th e p rev ious y ear.

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CENSORSHIP AT MANILA. 


Its Nature Explained by a Re* 
turned Correspondent. 


BOW ALL TUE BEWS IS TREATED.

Failure In the Philippines. 


H. L. Wells, the New York Post’s 
philippine correspondent who recently 


returned from 
Manila, w rites from 
presidio, Cal., nuder date of July 19, 
about the Manila censorship as fol­ 
lows. 
He says: 
I have Just returned from Manila 
tad find upon my arrival th at the 
press correspondents still In th at city 
have united in a statem ent in regard 
to the censorship of all cablegram s for­ 
warded from th at p o in t It Is true, as 
their statem ent says, th at through the 
fliting of a great num ber of their re­ 
ports by the press censor they have 
been unwillingly compelled to partici­ 
pate in a m isrepresentation of the con­ 
dition of affairs, not by direct state­ 
ment, of course, of things th at are not 
true, but by inability to tell of things 
as they are. 
Their em asculated re­ 
ports have 
necessarily 
conveyed a 
wrong impression to the people of the 
Toited States, yet it is a question 
whether their Hongkong dispatch has 
not also conveyed a wrong impression, 
the natural inference draw n from it 
being that affairs there are in a much 
worse condition than is actually the 
case. 
There has been no tim e w hen 
correspondents could not use the mails 
freely, and any m isrepresentations in 
their cablegram s resulting from the 
work of the censor might easily have 
been corrected by mail. 
I have al­ 
ways w ritten freely on the conditions 
prevailing there and 
frankly 
state 
at this tim e th at my letters have al­ 
ways been a plain and candid state­ 
ment of actual conditions. 
It is true 
that the censorship has been very an­ 
noying, while at the same tim e not ac­ 
complishing the purposes for which it 
is ostensibly m aintained. 
The official dispatches have certainly 
misled the people of the United States 
as to the condition of affairs there. 
and this I have frequently mentioned 
in my letters. The adm inistration it­ 
self has been misled by them, as is 
evident from the leisurely way in 
which it has provided the necessary 
troops and equipm ent for the suppres­ 
sion of the insurrection. The only 
campaigning season has been perm it­ 
ted to pass without adequate effort 
being made, aud operations m ust now 
practically cease until December, be­ 
cause the rainy season closes every­ 
thing to the troops except a few7 muddy 
highways and lays an embargo upon 
everything in the way of cam ping ex­ 
cept in barracks. 
The work of the censor of cable­ 
grams 
has 
been 
Justified, 
on 
the 
ground that it was necessary to pre­ 
vent the insurrectos from 
receiving 
valuable 
information. 
But 
It 
has 
not 
been 
at 
all 
necessary 
for 
the insurrectos to rely 
upon news 
cabled them 
from 
abroad by their 
friends for knowledge of the move­ 
ments of the arm y in and about Ma­ 
nila. There never has been a move­ 
ment of troops or a campaign planned 
without the enemy receiving all the 
information th at anybody else outside 
of the Immediate planners of the cam ­ 
paign possessed. The m ilitary govern 
meat has a secret bureau of informa 
tion, which relies largely upon the re­ 
ports of supposed friendly Filipinos. 
A Filipino Is instinctively deceitful 
and treacherous, and it is not to be 
doubted th at these governm ent agents 
gave as much Inform ation to the in­ 
surgents as they did to the United 
States forces. They certainly have de­ 
ceived the comm anding general fre 
quently, much to the detrim ent of 
military success. One instance of this 
>s sufficient to show how Information 
received from such a source can para­ 
lyze the effectiveness of an arm y. 
When Lawton and M acA rthur made 
their combined movement to the north 
ward the last of April, M acArthur 
working up the railroad line and Law 
ton pushing a column parallel to his 
farther inland, it was vital to the suc­ 
cess of the combined advance that it 
should be pushed vigorously and the 
Kearny be given no tim e to rally his 
forces and fortify new positions. 
It 
will be rem embered th at a t th at time 
General Luna sent in a delegation of 
officers, requesting a suspension of bos 
laities for 30 days, pending a meeting 
cf the Filipino congress to discuss the 
Question 
of 
term inating 
hostilities 
along the lines of the proclamation 
issued by the American peace commis 
toners. W ithout doubt this was simply 
a movement to gain tim e to rally the 
army after its disastrous defeat at 
f alumplt. 
They gained only three or 
four days because of the peremptory 
refusal of Otis to consider anything 
eicopt an absolute surrender. limned i 
ately upon the heels of this failure ti:* 
bureau of inform ation was inform**. 
that General Pio del Filar was moving 


northw ard with 5,000 men trom m e vt 
cinity of the Laguna de Bay for th* 
purpose of getting on Law ton’s flank 
and rear. This fact startled the head 
quarters, and the northern movemeni 
was stopped a whole week, while a lot 
of scouting was done, to discover that 
the Information was utterly false. T h us 
the necessary time was gained by the 
en«-my. 
So far as local news is concerned, th* 
American newspapers printed In Ma 
nlla are compelled to subm it every 
thing they print about the movements 
of the arm y to the press censor. This- 
Is intended to prevent news of ad* 
vantage being published, hut aa the pa­ 
pers printed In Spanish ara not cen­ 
sored, and it is the Spanish papers the 
Filipinos read, it is easily to be seen 
th at the American papers are simply 
prevented from giving the news w ith­ 
out 
any 
practical 
censorship. 
The 
American was founded for the purpose 
of giving telegraphic news through the 
Associated 
Press 
from 
the 
United 
States. 
The officers of the arm y and 
navy subscribed $5,000 as a bonus to 
pay 
for 
the dispatches 
for 
three 
months. These dispatches were so cen­ 
sored th at practically no news from 
home reached the arm y by telegraph, 
and the service was discontinued. The 
only way the officers aud men have of 
learning w hat is going on at home is 
to w ait until the newspapers arrive, 
from five to seven weeks after the date 
of publication. 
In order to close all 
avenues of getting news, all cable­ 
gram s, either news or private, have to 
be subm itted to tile censor for ap­ 
proval, and if in cipher the cipher 
translation has to be made in th** pres 
enee of the censor. 
All cablegram s 
received are treated in the same way. 
There was until recently only one ex­ 
ception to this rule. 
That was in the 
case of the Chinese, the censor finding 
It im practicable to apply this rule to 
them. 
It la easily to be seen th at this 
exception vitiated the entire effort, 
ainee the insurgents could obtain all 
the news they w anted through the 
Chinese. The business men of Manila 
have complained loudly about the an­ 
noyance and inconvenience this caused. 
From the foregoing it is evident that 
a desire to ccntrol and mold the char­ 
acter of news sent to the United States 
has been the leading motive for the 
press censorship. 
Why this should be 
desired is for others to say. There was 
apparently a system atic effort to con­ 
vey the impression at first th at the 
danger of the insurrection was very 
slight and th at even should It occur it 
would not am ount to much. This was 
followed later by a sim ilar effort to Im­ 
press the people w ith the idea that a 
great deal more was being accomplish 
ed than was actually the case, and the 
m agnitude of the insurrection 
was 
greatly minimized. A full aud free use 
of the cable by the press would have 
prevented this misleading of the public 
W hether the home adm inistration was 
misled in this particular way can only 
be surm ised from events. Certainly the 
war departm ent never seemed to act 
with the energy a complete grasp of 
the situation would have dictated.

It is dis 
creditable to their intelligence to say 
that the persons from whom the ad 
m inistration received its information 
did not know the condition of affairs. 
The Filipinos were surrounding the 
city with fortifications; they were con 
stantly receiving new arm s and am 
munition, were increasing the strength 
of their arm y daily and were drilling 
it diligently, and during all this time 
they were saying th at they were doing 
this for the purpose of fighting the 
Americans unless the independence of 
the Filipino republic was recognized. 
If the press censorship misled the gov­ 
ernm ent in this respect as well as the 
people, it has been a costly m atter to 
the United States. If It has misled 
them as to the progress of the cam­ 
paign, it has also been costly. If abil­ 
ity to prevent the exact condition of 
affairs being known has resulted in a 
less vigorous campaign and failure to 
crush out the insurrection, then in this 
respect It has been costly. 
There is a natural tendency for the 
people to go from one extrem e to the 
other and to believe that affairs in the 
Philippines are in a much worse contli 
tion than they really are. G reat prog­ 
ress has been made toward the sup­ 
pression of the insurrection. 
It is un­ 
true to say that it is as strong now as 


at the beginning and that the insur­ 
gents hold more territory of the island 
of Luzon than we do. In square miles 
they do hold, or, more-correctly speak­ 
ing, we do not hold, the greater por­ 
tion, hut It is sparsely Inhabited and 
uncultivated. 
The American forces 
occupy the most valuable and densely 
populated section of the island, and the 
Insurgent forces are only on the out­ 
side of this district. 
The proper and Just criticism of the 
situation is that much less has been 
done than could have been done had a 
more vigorous campaign been carried 
on or probably would have been done 
had the proper understanding of the 
situation been had by the adm inistra­ 
tion and the American people at any 
tim e during the previous year.

This is good as far as it 
goes, but does not answer all tho re­ 
quirements of the case 
There is need 
that the members of the league and 
church show an interest in these aud 
call upon them and give sympathy and 
aid 
The pastor can do much, but he 
often finds people whom he cannot 
reach who could be readily influenced 
by some young man or woman. 
Another way that the pastor can be 
most effectively helped is by regular 
attendance at prayer and class meet­ 
ings. 
If it is a preaching service, he 
can manage very well by thorough 
preparation. 
No preparation on his 
part, however careful, can insure a live 
prayer meeting 
The people must be 
present and take part interestedly to 
make it of any value 
Hold up bis 
hands here strongly 
In the matter of greeting strangers 
at church service he needs help. It is 
impossible for him to see and speak to 
every one. Notice the unfamiliar faces 
and give the visitor a cordial word of 
welcome, find out if he is a newcomer 
or only a transient visitor 
Introduce 
him to the pastor and ask him to attend 
other services. 
Do your own work and it will greatly 
relieve the overtaxed pastor aud giv« 
new impetus to the work of the church 
aud the cause of God

“ The death of the uzarewitch and the 
failure of the conference at The Hague 
led him to decide to abdicate on the oc­ 
casion of his coming visit to Darmstadt 
On this becoming known in Paris, M 
Deloasse was sent in hot haste to dis 
suable him from carrying oat this in­ 
tention.”

NEW SCHOOL FOR CHINA 


Minister W ants to Found a 
Trade Institute In Peking. 


WORK OF THE EEV. GILBERT REID. 


Social. Scientific and Bh iIdvm Idea* 
to Be Tuuabt aad Trade Promoted. 
Seven Euro pean Countries I n te r ­ 
ested—Nuienoi, Library and Class­ 
room a to B e Built In Pekins. 


To those Ap ericans who are looking 
to China as e field for Investment Just 
now, or a market for exports, the work 
which the Rev. Gilbert Reid has under­ 
taken will appeal with peculiar force. 
Mr. Reid has Just returned to the Unit­ 
ed States after a 12 months’ stay in 
Europe. 
He is an American mission­ 
ary who, after spending many years in 
China, is now engaged in establishing 
an international institute in Pekins, 
with the object of communicating to 
China and the Chinese western ideas 
of progress and of science. Mr. Reid as­ 
serts that for the management of the 
institute proper regulations have been 
framed which have received the offi- 
eiul sanction of the imperial board of 
foreign affairs. 
Mr. Reid secured the good will of tin 
foreign office in each of seven Euro 
pean countries and succeeded in form­ 
ing committees in six of them. 
These 
committees will endeavor to raise the 
necessary fuuds. The cost of Hie insti­ 
tute is placed at $75,000 for the build­ 
ing fund aud $15,000 for the annual ex­ 
penses. 
Mr. Reid will remain a few 
weeks in New York in order to form a 
committee there. 
He will then return 
to China, says the New York Tribune. 
“ I have long felt,” said Mr. Reid. 
“that in ail our efforts in China we are 
failing—or shall I say only partially 
succeeding?—because 
we 
have 
teo 
much ignored the vast gulf that yawns 
between the sentiments and habits of 
thought of the eastern and western 
worlds. The Chinese character is a pe 
culiar one; the Chinaman is essentially 
suspicious and guileful. 
To so great 
an extent is this true that often he 
overreaches himself and finds ground 
for alarm where none exists. 
For in­ 
stance. unless a Chluamau is absolute­ 
ly convinced that one will derive no 
benefit from an enterprise he will view 
it only with suspicion and will allow 
that suspicion to stand in the way of 
his own benefiting, for he seems to be 
unable to grasp the possibility of there 
being mutual benefit in any transac­ 
tion with a foreigner. 
It is this that 
stands in the way of trade, of civilisa­ 
tion. of the advancement of Christiani­ 
ty. of everything, and it is to break 
down the barriers between the ruling 
Chinese classes and the outer world, to 
disarm their suspicion aud to gain 
their confidence and therefore their 
allegiance aud friendship that I have 
conceived the idea of au international 
institute, which shall be something 
quite apart from ordinary commercial 
relations, apart from religious enter­ 
prise and yet at the same time be a 
powerful ally to both and one that will 
prove the pioneer in the good work of 
civilization throughout the empire. 
“Coming to the practical details of 
the work, our scheme is to build in Pe­ 
king a museum, library, lecture hall, 
classrooms for the literati, aud social 
balls, both for men and women. In the 
museum there will be exhibits of the 
skill, arts, apparatus, machinery, sam­ 
ples and models of the western world, 
consisting especially of those adapted 
to the needs and conditions of China. 
The Philadelphia Commercial museum 
has promised us duplicates of its speci­ 
mens sud will exchange samples and 
specimens with us from time to time. 
Many Japauese merchants have agreed 
to exhibit, and also a great many 
Dutch firms. 
Iudeed, nowhere has the 
scheme been more heartily approved 
than in Holland. On the committee of 
management we shall have representa­ 
tives of every nation, and international 
rivalries will consequently find no part 
in our enterprise. All the ruliug classes 
are bound to visit Peking more or less 
frequently from every part of the em­ 
pire, aud thus we hope to get into 
touch with every section of tile com­ 
munity. and by the spread cf informa­ 
tion dispel tile prejudice that Is begot­ 
ten of ignorance in other lands.” 
“Aud where does the business side 
of it come in?” Mr. Reid was Asked. 
“In this way.” was the reply, “the ex­ 
hibition does not directly foster trade, 
but we shall undertake to distribute 
circulars and endeavor to create a sen­ 
timent in favor of progress. 
At pres­ 
ent business efforts fail because the 
buyer aud seller do not understand one 
another and are altogether out of 
touch. 
Now. we will suppose, on the 
other hand, a mandarin visits our mu­ 
seum; he is not usked to buy anything; 
the management has no interest in ef­ 
fecting a sale of any kind—is, in fact, 
only concerned in giving him informa­ 
tion. 
The 
Chinaman's 
Interest 
is 
aroused, he sees a model, a drawing, a 
sample or what not and Inquires its 
meaning and use. 
He has It carefully 
explained to him iu all its bearings, 
and he then asks if tie can buy one like 
it. 
No; the Institution undertakes no 
sales, he is told, but if lie will apply 
to Messy*. So-and-so he can obtaln all 


p a rtic u la rs , and tous toe Buyer ana 
seller are brought together naturally 
and prejudicial suspicion disarmed 
“Then you propose to keep a I.st or 
agents?” 
“Most certainly. 
Exhibitors 
can be represented on the spot by their 
agents, and in the event of inquiry we 
should put them In communication 
with possible customers.” 
“And what 
ie the charge to exhibitors/” 
“We make no charge,” was the reply. 
“We stipulate that only models or ex­ 
hibits occupying small space shall be 
shown, and beyond that we leave the 
matter to our supporters generally.

IT WAS A REAL DUEL 


TWO DANISH OFFICERS FOUGHT IT 
OUT WITH BROADSWORDS.

“I have figured to quite a number of 
varied events during over a quarter of 
a century of active newspaper reper­ 
torial life," explained an old newspaper 
writer to a Star reporter, “but I never 
got in but one duel when it was to a 
finish, and in the instance I refer to it 
was to a finish, I assure you. 
I was 
only an onlooker, it is true, but I saw 
more than I wanted to see, and more 
than I would willingly again see. 
It 
was nearly 20 years ago, but I have 
not forgotten It. 
“At the time there was a gymnasium 
on Louisiana avenue, between Ninth 
and Tenth streets. 
The building ad­ 
joining was the old central guardhouse, 
the police station. 
“One evening I was invited by a 
friend, who was a former newspaper 
man, but afterw ard a patent attorney, 
and who also acted as the resident 
Danish consul, 
to attend 
the gym ­ 
nasium to witness a sword combat, in 
which two of his friends were to take 
part. I was told that three or four 
others would be present, and the com­ 
bat would be rather lively. I realized 
that part of It fully, to my complete 
satisfaction. 
“ With the others, three newspaper 
writers, a couple of actors and a couple 
of sporting men, we got to the gym 
nasiurn about 9 o'clock, but were told 
that the combat would not take place 
until the gymnasium classes had been 
dismissed, as It was desirel th at the 
onlookers should lie as few as possible. 
“None of us had any Idea as to who 
the participants would be or the par­ 
ticular reason for It, but we were told 
that It was desired that we should be 
present to see that everything was con­ 
ducted properly. From this we Inferred 
that there was a stake or something at 
Issue, and we were to be the Judges as 
well as referees, as It were. 
“ At IO o’clock two carriages arrived, 
in each of which was a single occupant, 
each having a sword, what Is common­ 
ly known as a broadsword, like that 
which meu-of w ar’s men have. 
They 
had but little to say, and In a few min­ 
utes they were properly attired In the 
gymnasium suits and announced that 
they were ready for the battle. 
“ I had seen some professional broad­ 
sword combats and rather looked for 
some heavy work, but In less than a 
minute we all realized that there seem­ 
ed to be more earnestness about the 
combat than was customary In meet­ 
ings of professionals. It mattered not 
how large the stakes were. 
“The men wore the customary wire 
head covering, and It was well they did 
so, otherwise there would have been 
one or two beads scattered about on 
the door, for the tight was fast and 
furious. 
At the expiration of ten min­ 
utes these was a halt called so that a 
terrible gash on the sword arm of one 
of the combatants could be bandaged 
by a physician who conveniently drop­ 
ped in. 
. “Then the fighters started in hammer 
and tongs at each other, aud In 12 min­ 
utes one of the meu was lying on tho 
floor with a terrible gash In his shoul­ 
der and a rap on his head which sound­ 
ed so loud that It was heard lu the po­ 
lice station adjoining. 
The clothing of 
the meu was as fully covered with 
blood as if they had beeu painted with 
It. 
“That ended It. 
Both men had re­ 
ceived at least a dozeu wounds, and 
the victor fell lu a faint In less than a 
minute after he was declared the con­ 
queror. 
My friend, on behalf of the 
participants, thanked us for our a t­ 
tendance, aud we left after seeing the 
men lifted luto carriages aud taken 
away. 
“It was several weeks before we 
kuew to a certainty what It all meaut 
and were not told then until both meu 
had fully recovered. 
It transpired that 
the participants were both Dauish otfi- 
cera; that they had quarreled in New 
York in regard to an official matter, 
aud that a challenge passed aud was 
accepted, aud that all the details of the 
settlement had beeu left to the Danish 
consul, and that the whole party of us 
had innocently presided over a real 
duel. 
“The strange part of It was that It 
took place within souud of the police 
station."—Washington Star.

Topic.—Holding up the pastor's hand#. 
What 
can we do to help our pastor?—Ex. xvii, 1-13. 
Every pastor needs the help of his 
people. His hands, like those of Moses, 
become weary and heavy and need to 
be held op by the Aarons and Hors. 
Every pastor deperves the help of his 
people. 
Duty demands of them that 
they shall support him in all his labors. 
They have covenanted with God and 
with Him that they will hold up His 
hands. 
And the wonder is that, in the 
face of these solemn vows, so many can, 
often 
for the lightest reason, 
torn 
against their pastors, and, instead of 
helping them, binder them in every 
conceivable way. 
Those who do so in ­ 
cur the condemnation of God, for He 
has said, “ Touch not Mine anointed 
and do My prophets no h arm .” 
The 
first step in doing our duty toward our 
pastor is to realize that we owe it to 
God and to him to hold up his hands. 
1. We can help our pastor by prayer. 
The elevation of Muses’ hand with the 
rod in it was an appeal to God for aid 
and most have been accompanied by 
fervent prayer and have even symbol­ 
ized prayer. 
When Aaron and H or as­ 
sisted Moses in holding up the rod. 
they joined with him in prayer. 
How 
many pastors would be blessed and 
helped in their arduous toil if constant­ 
ly held up to God in prayer by their 
people I 
“ You are always remembered 
in our family prayers,” said a lady to 
her pastor, and he went from that home 
having received a benediction and an 
uplift. 
2. We can help our pastor by speak­ 
ing well and never ill of him. 
Araon 
helped Moses here, but how he hindered 
him when, with Miriam, he spoke ill 
of him I W hat we say of our pastor has 
a greater influence upon his life work 
than we ever imagine. If people speak 
well of their pastor, they help th e m ; if 
ill, they hinder and harass them. Com­ 
mendation is better than criticism. 
Very often criticism of the pastor is 
thoughtless and meaningless, but it is 
no less injurious in its effects. 
8. We can help our pastor by follow­ 
ing his leadership He is called and in­ 
stalled to lead us. aud yet, wonderful 
to tell, in many cases he is no sooner 
settled than the people want to lead 
him rather than to be led by him. This 
is inconsistent, dishonorable. 
It is also 
nn-Scriptnrsl. 
The Bible demands of 
us that we shall obey those who have 
authority over us in spiritual things. 
It is also detrimental to the cause of 
C hrist’s church. Success demands lead­ 
ers, and unless the leaders are followed 
confusion, 
disorder, disaster, are the 
inevitable result 
He had been her pastor for years. 
But in all those years she had never 
•aid a word of commendation or of ap­ 
preciation to him, but now he was go­ 
ing to leave, and she came with many 
expressions of appreciation and regard. 
Well and good, but how much better 
if the helpful words had been spoken in 
the midst of the years of toil and labor 
It was like placing flowers upon the 
grave of one to whom we had uever 
spoken a kind word in life. 
Yet how 
many are like this Christian woman. 
A kind word is often like u soothing 
balm to the wearied heart of an earn­ 
est, hard working pastor.

CENSORSHIP AT MANILA. 


Its Nature Explained by a Re­ 
turned Correspondent.

P r e s id io , Cai., under date of July 19. 
about the Manila censorship as fol­ 
lows. 
He says: 
I have Just returned from Manila 
and find upoD my arrival that the 
press correspondents still in that city 
have united in a statem ent in regard 
to the censorship of all cablegrams for­ 
warded from that point 
It is true, as 
their statement says, that through the 
editing of a great num ber of their re­ 
ports by the press censor they have 
been unwillingly compelled to partici­ 
pate in a misrepresentation of the con­ 
dition of affairs, not by direct state­ 
ment, of course, of things that are not 
true, hut by inability to tell of things 
as they are. 
Their emasculated re­ 
ports 
have 
necessarily 
conveyed a 
wrong impression to the people of the 
T oited States, yet it is a question 
whether their Hongkong dispatch has 
not also conveyed a wrong impression, 
the natural Inference draw n from it 
being that affairs there are in a much 
worse condition than is actually the 
esse. 
There has been no time when 
correspondents could not use the mails 
freely, and any misrepresentations in 
their cablegrams resulting from the 
work of the censor might easily have 
been corrected by mail. 
I have al­ 
ways written freely on the conditions 
prevailing there and 
frankly 
state 
at this time that my letters have al­ 
ways been a plain and candid state­ 
ment of actual conditions. 
It is true 
that the censorship has been very an ­ 
noying. while at the same time not ac­ 
complishing the purposes for which it 
is ostensibly maintained. 
The official dispatches have certainly 
misled the people of the United States 
as to the condition of affairs there, 
aud this I have frequently mentioned 
in my letters. Tile administration it­ 
self has been misled by them, as is 
evident from the leisurely way 
in 
which it has provided the necessary 
troops and equipment for the suppres­ 
sion of the insurrection. The only 
campaigning season has been permit­ 
ted to pass without adequate effort 
being made. aud operations must now 
practically cease until December, be 
cause the rainy season closes every­ 
thing to the troops except a few muddy 
highways and lays an embargo up ut 
everything in the way of camping ex 
copt in barracks. 
The work of the censor of cable­ 
grams 
has 
been 
Justified, 
on 
the 
ground that It was necessary to pre­ 
vent the I n bu tree to# 
from 
receiving 
valuable 
information. 
But 
It 
has 
not 
been 
at 
all 
necessary 
for 
the insurrect©# to rely 
upon 
new# 
cabled them 
from 
abroad by their 
friend# for knowledge of the move­ 
ments of the army in and about Ma­ 
nila. There never has been a move­ 
ment of troops or a campaign planned 
without the enemy receiving all the 
information that anybody el«e outside 
of the Immediate planners of the cam ­ 
paign possessed. The military govern 
meut has a secret bureau of Inform* 
tJon, which relies largely upon the re 
ports of supposed friendly Filipinos. 
A Filipino is instinctively deceitful 
and treacherous, and It i# not to be 
doubted that these government agents 
gave as much Information to the In­ 
surgents as they did to the United 
State# force#. They certainly have de­ 
ceived the commanding general fre­ 
quently, much to the detriment of 
military success. One instance of this 
is sufficient to show how information 
received from such a source can para­ 
lyze the effectiveness of an army. 
When Lawton ami MacArthur made 
their combined movement to the north 
ward the last of April, MacArthur 
working up the railroad line and Law 
ton pushing a column parallel to his 
farther Inland, It was vital to the buo 
cee* of the combined advance that It 
should be pushed vigorously and the 
euemy be given no time to rally his 
force# aud fortify uew positions. 
It 
will bs remembered that at that time 
'General Luna sent In a delegation of 
officer*, requesting a suspension of bos 
laities for 30 days, pending a meeting 
of the Filipino congress to discuss tit* 
Question 
of 
term inating 
hostilities 
along the lines of the proclamation 
issued by the American peace commis 
►loners. W ithout doubt this was simply 
a movement to gain time to rally flu* 
*rmy after its disastrous defeat at 
1 alumpit. 
They gained only three or 
four days because of the peremptory 
r*fufal of Otis to consider anything 
an absolute surrender. Immedl 
ly upon the heels of this failure tic 
bureau of Information was Inform*-. 
General Fio del Filar was moving 


northward with 5,000 men rrom mo vi 
cinity of the Laguna de Bay for the 
purpose of getting on Lawton’s flank 
and rear. 
This fact startled the head 
quarters, and the northern movement 
was stopped a whole week, while a lot 
of scouting was done, to discover that 
the information was utterly false. Thus 
the necessary time was gained by the 
em my. 
So far as local news is concerned, tin 
American newspapers printed In Ma 
nila are compelled to submit every 
thing they print about the movements 
of the arm y to the press censor. This- 
Is intended to prevent news of ad­ 
vantage being published, but as the pa­ 
pers printed in Spanish are not cen­ 
sored, and it is the Spanish papers the 
Filipinos read, it is easily to be seen 
that the American papers are simply 
prevented from giving the news with­ 
out 
any 
practical 
censorship. 
The 
American was founded for the purpose 
of giving telegraphic news through the 
Associated 
Fress 
from 
the 
United 
States. 
The officers of the army and 
navy subscribed $5,000 as a bonus to 
pay 
for 
the 
dispatches 
for 
three 
months. These dispatches were so cen­ 
sored that practically no news from 
home reached the arm y by telegraph, 
and the service was discontinued. The 
only way the officers and men have of 
learning what is going on at home is 
to wait until the newspapers arrive, 
from five to seven weeks after the date 
of publication. 
In order to close all 
avenues of getting news, all cable 
grams, either news or private, have to 
be submitted to tile censor for ap­ 
proval. and if in cipher the cipher 
translation has to be made In the pres­ 
ence of the censor. 
All cablegrams 
received are treated in the same way. 
There was until recently only one ex 
ceptlon to tills rule. 
That was in Un­ 
case of the Chinese, the censor finding 
It impracticable to apply this rule to 
them. 
It I# easily to be seen that this 
exception vitiated the entire effort, 
since the insurgents could obtain ah 
the news they wanted through the 
Chinese. 
The business men of Manila 
have complained loudly about the an 
noyance and inconvenience this caused. 
From the foregoing it is evident that 
a desire to control and mold the char 
actor of news sent to the United States 
has been the leading motive for the 
press censorship. 
Why this should be 
desired is for others to say. There was 
apparently a systematic effort to con 
vev the impression at first that tilt 
danger of the insurrection was ver> 
slight and that even should it occur it 
would not amount to much. 
This was 
followed later by a similar effort to Im­ 
press the people with the idea that a 
great deal more was being accomplish 
ed than was actually the case, and the 
magnitude of the insurrection 
was 
greatly minimized. A full aud free use 
of the cable by the press would have 
prevented this misleading of the public 
W hether the home administration was 
misled in this particular way can only 
be surmised from events. Certainly the 
war departm ent never seemed to act 
with the energy a complete grasp of 
the situation would have dictated. 
In an interview in New York recent­ 
ly Senator Flan, speaking for the ad 
ministration, made the following de­ 
fense. 
Referring to the tjjne immedi­ 
ately prior to the insurgents’ attack 
upon Manila, he said: “A conflict with 
the Filipinos was not then anticipated. 
They had proclaimed a republic, to be 
sure, and had asserted a government, 
but there was nothing In the attitude 
they then assumed that could Justify 
the belief that their guns were going 
to be aimed at the flag that set them 
free.” 
# 
This statement completely Illustrates 
the truth of what I have said about the 
wrong impression the people generally, 
and 
possibly the administration as 
well, have received from official dis­ 
patches and emasculated press reports 
In regard to the seriousness of the 
situation at Manila. It is not true that 
a conflict with the Filipinos was not 
anticipated, so far as all intelligent 
men In Manila were concerned, all of 
whom had been morally certain of it 
for two months before it occurred. If 
the administration did not anticipate 
It, its information was bad. 
It is dis­ 
creditable to their Intelligence to say 
that the persons from whom the ad­ 
ministration received its information 
did not know the condition of affairs. 
The Filipinos were surrounding the 
city with fortifications; they were con 
stautly receiving new arms and am ­ 
munition, were increasing the strength 
of their army dally and were drilling 
It diligently, and during all this time 
they were saying that they W’ere doing 
this for the purpose of fighting the 
Americans unless the Independence of 
the Filipino republic was recognized. 
If the press censorship misled the gov­ 
ernment in this respect as well as the 
people, it has been a costly matter to 
the United States. If it bas misled 
them as to the progress of the cam­ 
paign, it has also been costly. 
If abil­ 
ity to prevent the exact condition of 
affairs being known has resulted In a 
less vigorous campaign and failure to 
crush out the insurrection, then In this 
respect it has been costly. 
There is a natural tendency for the 
people to go from one extreme to the 
other aud to believe that affairs in the 
Philippines are in a much worse condi­ 
tion than they really are. 
Great prog­ 
ress has beeD made toward the sup­ 
pression of the insurrection. 
It is un­ 
true to say that it is as strong now as 


at the beginning and that the insur- 
gents hold more territory of the island 
of Luzon than we do. 
In square miles 
they do hold, or, more-correctly speak­ 
ing, we do not hold, the greater por­ 
tion, but It Is sparsely Inhabited aud 
uncultivated. 
The American forces 
occupy the most valuable and densely 
populated section of the island, and the 
insurgent forces are only on the out­ 
side of this district. 
The proper and Just criticism of the 
situation is that much less has been 
done than could have been done had a 
more vigorous campaign been carried 
on or probably would have been done 
had the proper understanding of the 
situation been had by the adm inistra­ 
tion and the American people at any 
time during the previous year. 


DAVIS A U T O M O B IL E TRIP. 


New Record Made by the Machine 
KlKht at the Start. 
Mr. and Mrs. John D. Davis, who 
started from New York July 13 to 
make a trip to San Francisco in an nu 
tomobile, arrived at Poughkeepsie, N 
Y., at 7:45 in the evening on July 14 
having covered only BO miles of their 
journey since early morning and Inn­ 
ing passed an eventful day of little 
mishaps and delays. There was a third 
passenger in the automobile In the per­ 
son of a machinist whom Mr. Davis 
engaged at Peekskill to accompany 
him as far as Buffalo to make repairs 
to the motor carriage en route. 
The breakdowns are attributed to 
the fact that the machine Is just from 
the shop, and Mr. Davis expects that 
when it is worn “down to bearings,” 
as the machinists say, it will work all 
right. 
Until then he will be satisfied 
to make short runs each day. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Davis left Tarrytown, where they 
stopped for Hie night, at 5 a. rn. July 
15. 
They reached Peekskill at H:4»> 
o’clock, the rear cylinder having bro­ 
ken just as they were approaching the 
village. 
It was then discovered that a 
small pin in tile crank shaft had also 
broken, rendering one of the clutches 
useless, and the rest of the morning 
was spent iu patching up the injuries, 
says the New York Times. 
At 12:20 o’clock ibe automobile left 
Peekskill, followed by a crowd of 
wheelmen, who were astonished to see 
the machine climb the steep Nelson 
hill, a feat that no automobile had ever 
before accomplished. 
Next the travel­ 
ers were misdirected aud went four 
miles out of their way on a wrong 
road. 
With only one cylinder In use. 
it was 4 o’clock when they readied 
Matteawan, having traveled 34 miles 
At Matteawan and also at Wapping 
er Falls they were given hearty re 
ceptions by large crowds of citizens. 
At the latter place the Rev. Michael 
Power*, an aged priest, gave the con 
pie his blessing. 
Mr. aud Mrs. Davis were met by 
more than btu cyclists in the suburbs 
of Poughkeepsie aud escorted Into tin 
city.

“ W hen 
Moses held up his band, 
Israel prevailed, and Aaron and Hnr 
staid up his hands. ” 
Amelek had 
attacked the poorly 
armed Israelites, and it seemed as if 
there could he no deliverance for the 
Hebrews. 
But while the armed men 
went out to repel the attack Moses 
went up on a hill, where he could over­ 
see the tight and yet be isolated from 
the camp and in quiet pray to his God 
In earnest entreaty 
he held up his 
bands and asked Jehovah for victory 
While he prayed the Israelites gained, 
hut his arms grew tired and as his 
hands hung down the enemy recovered 
the ground lost 
Moses’ two helpers 
took a stone, and, placing their master 
upon it, beld his arms up, standing 
one on either side. 
Then the army of 
God’s people succeeded in completely 
routing the enemy 
The helpers are essential to success at 
the present time. 
Moses may plan and 
pray ami lead the people, but unless 
Aaron and Hnr do tin ir part there will 
be small chance of victory 
In too many 
churches the great burden is left to rest 
on the pastor with little real help from 
those who should be his helpers. 
Iii the visitation of the sick, tile 
aged. strangers, those who do not attend 
services and those who are seeking God 
there is need of much assistance. 
In 
many places deaconesses are helping a 
great deal 
This is good as far as it 
goes, but does not answer all the re­ 
quirements of the case 
There is need 
that the members of the league and 
church show an interest in these aud 
call upon them and give sympathy and 
aid 
The pastor can do much, bot he 
often finds people whom he cannot 
reach who coaid be readily influenced 
by some young man or woman. 
Another way that the pastor can be 
most effectively helped is by regular 
attendance at prayer and class meet­ 
ings. 
If it is a preaching service, he 
can manage very w-ell 
by thorough 
preparation 
No preparation on his 
part, however careful, can insure a live 
prayer meeting 
The people must be 
present and take part interestedly to 
make it of any value 
Hold up his 
hands here strongly 
In the m atter of greeting strangers 
at church service he needs help. It is 
impossible for him to see and speuk to 
every one. 
Notice the unfamiliar faces 
ami give the visitor a cordial word of 
welcome, find out if be is a newcomer 
or only a transient visitor 
Introduce 
him to the pastor and auk him to attend 
other aer vices. 
Do your own work and it will greatly 
relieve the overtaxed pastor aud giv*- 
new impetus to the work of the church 
au l the cause of God
